Walkem) once suggested tliat 87.50, 
instead of the $750,000 oll'ered, would 
be ample compensation. The plain 
truth is that Mr. Wai,ke.\x, when he 
condescended to trouble himself about 
railway matters, played fast and loose 
with both sections. At Victoria he 
supported an organ which declared 
that nothing short of a railway via 
Bute Inlet to Esquinialt would kceii 
British Columbia in the Confederation; 
on the ilainland he supported the 
Herald, which was instructed to offer 
to sell the Island railway out for 87. 50; 
while Mr. WalKEM himself traveled 
through the country in imitation of the 
prophet who wished that his head was 
a well and his eyes fountains that he 
might shed a torrent of tears over the 
death and burial of the entire railway 
scheme. We shall bo glad, if the 
Herald Clin produce evidence that will 
qualify the railway declarations of its 
master, to give sjiaco to it; but we 
do not tliink it can produce any. 

WHAT Iv MHaNS. 

What a farce it would be, if it were 
not so horrible a tragedy — !i!l thi.s rat- 
tle of intrigue, this transparent game 
of diplomacy in .Eui-ope. Of course 
there are moulding purposes in tlie 
quarrel which Prince Bismarck is sure- 
ly fomenting at this time. But the 
real and significant aim just now is 
readily apprehended. Jniporialisni is 
strengthened — at least up to a certain 
point — by war, conquest and territori- 
al acquisition. Democracy is, however, 
growing restless and everywhere ([uiet- 
ly militant. Jnst as, in 1S70, French 
impcrialsm thought that war with 
Prussia would l)e the usii/il way t(j dis- 
po.se of repul)lieanism at liomo, so novv 
Russian Czarism is fully clispnsnd to 
believe tJiat the Niliilistw can be silenc- 
ed and destroyed by a i)atriotic out- 
burst against the dominating Teutons. 
Again, in South-eastern Europe, there 
is danger that the Slavonian power 
arising may become too'democratic, so 
Austria is thrust forward to give it the 
restraining direction of a constitution- 
al empire. Bis.marcic sits like a great 
spider within his web, and looking over 
the dingy edges, coneratulates himself 
that he will also strangle in tho meshes 
the formidable growth of the German 
democracy, which eveiywhero is mak- 
ing itself felt in tho Fatherland. It 
would be an amusing farce, we say, 
wore it not, sure to eventuate in a hor- 
rible tragedy. Militarism is yet trium- 
phant, and must run its course. The 
people will bleed at every j)orc, tmd 
the Junkers with their HohenzoUern 
chiefs will cackle over success and play 
at sorrow over tho sacrifices made to 
insure it, and the end is'not yet.

UNITED 



A dispatch from New York city on 
the 6th November says the table of 
clearing house statistics needs no com- 
ment. The figures speak for them- 
selves, loudly and .distinctly.

20.9; St. Louis, 19; New Orleans, 87.4; 
ilihvaukec, 50.9; Pittsburg, SCI; 
Providence, 45.7; Kansas City, 115.9; 
Cleveland, 50.2; Indianapolis, 51.3; 
New Haven, 27.5; Lowell, 27.1. In 
New York the transactions are the 
largest reported for a like period since 
1372. The amount of exchanges.; at 
New York,"exclusive of those arising 
from stock transactions, is about 52 
per cent, larger for tho month of Oc- 
tober, 1879, tlKin for the same month 
in 1878. Tho grand total of transac- 
tions at all places is $1,104,OUO,000, 
against $653,000,000 for the same time 
last year. In San Francisco the total 
this week is a trifle over 13,000,000, 
again.st about 17,750,000 in 1878.

CANADA. 

Qi.'i:m;L', Oct. 31. — Tho Govornniont 
was sworn in this afternoon as follows:

Halifax, Oct. 31. — Reports of tho 
disasters by the storm continue to 
reach here. It is comi^utcd that seven- 
ty vessels are ashore in tho Straits of 
Canso. Marine insurance offices hero 
will suffpr to tho extent of §50,000. 

EUROPE. 

liONDo.v, Nov. 1. — A Paris corrcE- 
pondcnt .says : It is now certain that 
Austria has refused to sanction the 
Anglo-French scheme for the liquida- 
tion of the Egyptian ffoating debt. It 
appears that England had taken an 
engugenient with Austria to abide by 
her decision in tho matter, which pro- 
(hiccs here much discontent and dis- 
trust of England's intention to abide 
by the Anglo-French intervention. 
These annoyances are unfortunate, 
especially in tho present juncture, 
when Frenchmen jealously watch Eng- 
lish movements, and are apt to misin- 
terpret every act against French policy 
as an advance toward Germany. For 
the past week the Kepublique Fran- 
caise has been sharply attacking tho 
French Cabinet, and its example is fol- 
lownd by other loading papers, 

London, Oct. 31. — Sir Robert Car- 
den, Magistrate for Middlesex and 
Surrey, has refused to hear further 
evidence in justification of tho alleged 
libel against Henry Lawson, of the 
Daily Tt'legraph, by Henry Labouch- 
pre, of the Truth. The question to bo 
decided by him is simply whether or 
not Labouchere's articles are libelous. 
Lnijouchere obtained an adjournment 
to enable him to obtain a writ of man- 
damus from the Court of Queen's 
Bench to compel Carden to hear fur- 
ther evidence. 

New York, Nov. 2. — Tho following 
specials are from tho New York World: 

London, Nov. 1. — It is now proba- 
ble that Parliament will be dissolved 
in December, In that case the success 
of Gladstone in Midlothian will be 
moi'o than doubtful. 

It is rumored to-night, in well-in- 
formed circles, that Russia is preparing 
to declare war against .England. No 
certain, information can be obtained on 
the subject. OtBcial personages aro 
reticent, but ])robabilities are that the 
markets will be disturbed by the storj 
on Monday. 

It is reported to day that the Prin- 
cess Louise is returning to England in 
an interesting condition. 

There are fiigns on all sides of a real 
revival of British trade, but there will 
certainly be a great deficiency in the 
revenue, and Mr. Gladstone is prepar- 
ing to attack in a great speech the 
financial policy of tho Government. 

Labouchcre'.s failure to cai-ry his 
|)oint before the magistrate, leads Law- 
son and his friends to feel confident of 
ultimate success in their case against 
him. 

LoNDOK, Nov. 1. — It is snowing 
heavily in Aberdeenshire. The liar 
vest iji many neighboring districts is 
not completed. 

Bi:itr,iN, Oct. 31. — Tho l^udget was 
presentetl in the Pru.ssiiui Chamber of 
De[)uties to-daj'. It shows an estimat- 
ed deficit of §11,901,810 for the next 
fiscal year which tho Government pro- 
pose to cover by a loan, as also a de 
licit of .82,180,125 remaining from the 
current fiscal year. 

Bkklin', Oct. 31.— A military journ- 
al, the Ueeres Zeihuir/, denies that there 
is to bo any increase in the army. 

The Russian troops have been whip 
ped out of Turkestan. 

Russia is seeking to join the Austro- 
Gernmn alliance, and a meeting of the 
three Emperors has been arranged. 

In the Lower house of the Prussian 
Diet Koeller -was elected President 
Bcuda, National Liberal, and Her- 
ma.nn. Ultramontane, were elected 
Vice-jPresident. 

London, Oct. 31. — Tliero is a great 
stir at the Clubs to-night over the 
action of tho Government concerning 
Parliament, and the best-informed 
Liberals believe it prefigures a sudden 
dissolution.. The Government has de- 
termined not to give ,.up Afghanistan, 
but, on the contrary, it is probable 
that they will shortly take possession 
of Herat. 

Langtry is considering the propriety 
of prosecuting other society journals 
for publications affecting, his wife. 

RcME, No'v. 1.- After a long trial, 
Cardinalli and his mistress, Rafaolia 
Sarceni, widow of Captain Fadda, 
have been found guilty. Cardinalli 
was convicted of tho murder of Fadda 
and stntenced to death. Tho woman 
was convicted of complicity before the 
fact, and a^ntenced to hard labor for 
life. Captain Giovanni Fadda, of the 



Thirty-second Infantrj', was murdered 
ill Rome on the Gth of October, 1878. 
His wife, RufacUa Sarcoui, a circus 
rider named Pictro Cardinalli, and the 
latter'.s mistress, named Antonietta 
Cavozza, were placed on trial for murd- 
er in tho latter part of September. 
.Captain Fadda and his wife had quar- 
I'clled and separated. She conceived a 
guilty ))a.ssion for tho circus rider, and 
persuaded him to kill her husband. 
IJardinalli attacked Captain Fadda 
with a dagger at his lodgings, wound- 
ing him fatally; but the victim follow- 
ed the assassin into the street and 
pointed him out to passeri»-by, and b« 
was arrested. The ; jurj.^ acquitted 
Carozza on the ground that ' she acted 
under fear of Cardinalli, and was ig- 
norant of the object of her errands be- 
tween Cardinalli and Captain Fadda's 
wife. 

Rome, Oct. 3L— Italy ha-> formed 
an alliance with Austria uvA Germany 
against tho English and French exces- 
sive preponderance in Egypt. 

Berlin, Oct. 31. — Tho govennuent 
i.s narrowly watching events in France. 
The Vossischc Zeitung insists that Von 
Hohenlohe, Embassador to France, 
has been here, and that he visited Bis- 
nuirk at A^'arzin Monnay. 

DutiLiN, Nov. (). — The Irish land 
league has adopted an addre.s;. drafted 
■It the national league meeting on 
Tuesday last calling on farmers for 
practical assistance in efforts making 
towards securing tho soil of' Ireland 
for those who cultivate it, with a view 
to tho estalilishment of a peasant pro- 
prietary. 

St. I'ETEKSiit'uti, Nov. 9. — A report 
that ii British fleet would proceed to 
tho gulf of Smyrna has caused embar- 
rassment there. The people say that 
if the sultan removes Mahnioud Med- 
ium Pasha, minister of tho interior, 
niul other nnnisters in consequonco of 
the menacing jiosition of the Beacons- 
field government it would bo a diplo- 
matic defeat for Russia ditlicult to sup- 
jjort. To prevent tiiis, by sustaining 
the sultan to his present choice of min- 
ister.'), a counter demonstration in a 
military direction by lUissia might be 
considereil necessary. No steps thus 
far havo be^n taken towards any mili- 
tary movcincnt, and it will be the busi- 
ness of diplomacy to render such step.s 
unnecessary. 

Tho Nove Vrcniia says: "'Evidently 
tho Beaconsfield ministry aims either 
at a peaceful change of Turkish nnnis- 
ters, which would practically place 
Turkish central authority in England's 
hands, or at open rupture, threatening 
Constantinople with serious danger in 
either case." . 

The Goloif refers to the change in 
Beacon.sfield's policy in ^vhich he lately 
professed to nmintain tho integrity 
and independonco of Turkey. It says: 
"Tho presence of a British fleet in the 
gulf of Smyrna will open the eyes of 
Europeans to the real cause, namely 
England's imj)lacablo hatred of Russia 
exhibited by British ministers at every 
convenient and inconvenient oppor- 
tunity." 

fllAUuin, Nov. I). — In tho semito to-day 
tho niini.stor of colouiM read a govern- 
ment l)ill relating to the abolition of sl;iv- 
ery in Cuba. lie wiid that alavery waa 
contrary to tho lawB of ur.turo and could 
no longer bo maintained in tho civilized 
world. 

London, Nov. C. — There was a riot in 
Exeter hist night in connection with the 
Guy FawkdS celebration. A mob nssom- 
bled in tho yard of tho cathedral around 
a bonfire and attempted to domoliHh the 
hriarding or enclosure erected to protect 
the city bank. Tlio riot act was road and 
a company of infantry called out, wlm 
fi.Ked bayonets and loaded with ball. 
The sjiflit of those iiroceeding.s and tho 
free use of policonien's staves cleared tho 
yard in about an hour. Several arrosta 
were made ;ind tho streets wore patroll- 
ed until daylight. 

London, Oct. 31. — A telegram was 
posed at tho Paris bourse yesterday 
wliich stated that a settlement (jf tho 
Turkish debt had been effected, under 
tho auapicios of the Ottoman Bank, un a 
pledge of tho revenue from salt and to- 
bacco, and tho surplus of the Egyptian 
tribute.

London, Nov. J. --Sir Stafford Nnrtli- 
cote, chancellor of tho exchequer, in an- 
Bwering a letter calling liis .'ittontiun to 
the popular distrcs in Southwest Ireland 
and suggesting immodiato action by tho 
government in providing work for tho 
people, says ho .synipatln'zcs witli the peo- 
ple, but he can only refer tlicm to the 
Lrish executive. Ho adds that direct in- 
terposition by tho government would be 
open to groat abuse.

Fublio £Iootliisr. 

A public mooting was hold last night at 
Thoatro Royal iindor the auspices of tlio 
Anti-Cliincso AKsociation to aflord certain 
public inon an opportunity to express 
thonisolvcs on tho OliineHO and otlior 
questions of moinonfc to tho laborinij 
cliwses. Tho moeting was called for half- 
p.ist 'i o'clock and at that tiino tho build- 
ing wa.s well filled. Tho chair was occu- 
pied by Mr. Noah ShakcHpcaro, President 
of tho As.sociation. Senator Macdouald 
and Hon. Mr. Bunstor wore loudly ap- 
plauded as tlioy aficonded tho platform. 
Tho Chairman having liriofly o.xplainod 
tho object of tlio mooting .said tliat lie 
trusted the procoeding.s would bo conduct- 
ed in no ardorly manner and thatafairhoar- 
ing woidd 1)q jiccnrded every speaker. He 
alluded to an article publi.slied in tlie 
Toronto Globe which referred to tho poo- 
plo of this Prorinco OS "lioodlunia." Ho 
folt certain that if tho writer of that arti- 
cle came hero he woiild have his c.ont 
warmed. 

Senator Macdouald, in rising to speak, 
waa received with applause. He com- 
menced by referring to tlio langu.ago which 
was attributed to him at the last public 
meeting of tho A.tsociation. If he had 
been guilty of using thoao words, namely, 
" that he preferred a Chinaman to a white 
woman for a servant " — then he (Senator 
Macdonald) waa no friend of the Associa- 
tion. Ho would ask Mr. Bunster to state 
to tho moeting that ho (Mr. B.) was niis- 
takon in his assertion. He would not ask 
that gentleman to apologize and tliere 
was no necessity for using . hard words. 
All he would ask him to state was that ho 
was mistaken. He (Mr. B.) was not present 
at the mooting of tho Comniitteo appointed 
to take ovidence on tho Chinese; but ]\Ir. 
DeCosmos was. Ho would ask Mr. Bun- 
ster to have the fairnes.s to come forward 
antl admit that ho had made a mistake. 

Mr. Bunster, after a short delay rose 
to reply. He said that ho soldnm used 
language that lie had to retract and ho 
had not done so on thi.s occasion. Facts 
were stubborn things and tlie printed evi- 
dence would substantiate what ho had 
said. Ho maintained that he had always 
been a true friend to the working cla.sses 
and contrasted tlio responsibility which 
rostod on his shoulders as an elected agent 
of the people with the responsibility rest- 
ing on Senator Macdonald wlio had boon 
appointed — ho knew not how. Where, ho 
would ask, were tho other representatives 
of the people to-night ? Where was the 
carpot-baf; governor who had been pitch- 
forked into his position — if he might be 
permitted to use the term. He, .Mr. 
Bunster, had been elected by the bono 
and sinew of the country. Tho minors of 
Nanaimo had placed him where ho now 
was and he had all along stuck to tho in- 
terests of tho people instead of courting 
tho acquaintance of snob-aristocracy. 

A niembor of tho uieuting bore rose to 
tisk Mr. Bunster a ([iicstion amid cries of 
order ! order I and " Put him out. 

Mr. Bunster said ho would now ask tho 
Chairman of tho meeting to read from 
the evidence taken before tho Committee 
of the House of Commons. He would 
decline to read it liinisolf as ho might bo 
accused of misquoting what was actually 
said. He had already been accused by 
the snob-aristocracy of misquoting the 
evidonco given before that Committee, 
and he had been vililicd in tho press. 

Senator Macdonald liore spoke to the 
Chairman. 

Mr. Bunster said that ho did not caro 
either about the Senator who was opposed 
to him to-night, or the Chairman, and 
ho did not think his opponent should 
suggest that language should bo put in 
his mouth that he had not used. (Cries 
of order.) 

The Chairman rose and reminded Mr. 
Bunstor that so long as he presided over 
tho meeting he would insist on the proper 
rules of order being observed. 

Mr. Bunster admitted that ho had for- 
gotten himself for the moment and apolo- 
gized to the Chairman. (Hoar, hoar.) 
He then proceeded to read extracts from 
the evidence given before the Oommittoo 
at Ottawa, and being frequently inter- 
rupted the Ch.airmau requested tho olH- 
cors present to put out tlic first person 
present wh^ interrupted tlio speaker here- 
after. 

Mr. Bun.'itcr then continued and after 
reading replies given by him to tho Chair- 
man of the Ottawa Committee asked his 
audience if his answer.^ were not quite 
proper. (Applause and " Yes.") Thi 
wa.-! what ho had boon vililled for by 
gentleman who said that lie preferred a 
Chinaman to a white woinan for a ser- 
vant. He said that he had stated at Ot- 
tawa that the snob aristocracy of this Pro- 
vince thought it somothing' grand and 
■ 'way up to employ Chinese servants; and 
ho had asserted that tho Chinaman would 
perform certain duties in a hoiisohold 
which a white servant would not porfom. 
He had 8t,ited thi; foar]Q;ily a»a Uoldjy 



before tho House of Commons, • and ho 
wa-s not ashamed of it. Ho then referred 
at some length to his ovideuco with refer- 
ence to the employment of Chinese in the 
coal minen and on farms. Ho had asscrt- 
ad that tho farmers of the Province wore 
not in favor of Chinese labor. (Hear, 
hear.) He had also stated that it would 
bo tho best kind of policy for the Domin- 
ion Government to prohibit tho oinploy- 
meut of Chinese on tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Was tliat a reasonable reply or 
not 7 (Applause). He had also said that 
he did not think tho employment of white 
labor would materially increase tho cost 
of building tho railway, and ho had given 
it as his opinion that ho did not consider 
tlii-eo Chinamen equal to two white men. 
Wii3 not that correct ? In the aggregate 
the Federal Govornmerit would not bo 
losera by employing white labor. Hehad 
also explained tliat in tho long run white 
labor was cheaper than Chinese, bat ho 
had said that in tho event of a mining 
discovery being made near the locality of 
any e.xtonsivo work tho white laborers 
would stampede whilst tho Chinese ^'ould 
go off one by ono. Was that not true? (Cor- 
rect, 'correct. ) Ho had given his o vidonco 
faithfully and in the iiitorost of the work- 
ing classes — not as the siiob-aristrocracy 
had done. (Cries of tiniel timol) 

Mr. Bunster — Oh! we've got plenty of 
time. Tho Chinese may catch us out on 
time. I am going to fight this to tho bit- 
ter end. 

Tho hon. gentleman continued at some 
length and referred to that portion of his 
evidence in which ho stated that ho knew 
tho Chinese luul introduced certain loath- 
some diseases into the Province. Only tho 
other day it was well known that a house 
in this city, occupied by a Chinaman, had 
to be burnt down, because the Chinaman 
had boon afllicted with loiirosy. Ho then 
referred to tho evidence given before the 
Committee by Dr. Mclniies, and said ho 
believed it was true. Ho would leave 3Ir. 
Macdonald to read his own ovidonco. For 
his (^Ir. B's) part ho didnotthink itwoi th 
hi.H attention. 

Senator Macdonald said ho had asked 
Mr. Bunstor to show where ho (Senator 
Macdonold) had said that ho preferred a 
Chinaman to a white woman servant In- 
stead of endeavoring to find that sentciieo 
— which ho had novor used — ho had beat- 
en around the bush and allogothor avoid- 
ed the question at issue. • 

Mr. Bunster said ho would road Sena- 
ator Macdonald's evidence if the mooting 
said so. (Pead it, read it'.) 

Tho Chairman said tliat as Blr. I^unster 
had been allordod an opportunity of read- 
ing his ovidenco, Senator Macdonald 
slKudd bo allbrdcd a similar opportunity. 
(Applause.) 

Senator Maodonald then rose to read 
from his ovidenco, and ([uoted extracts to 
show that ho had said that in his opinion 
the Chinoso wore not more immoral than 
certain classes in largo cities of England. 
.\lso to show that ho had stated that ho 
did not consider the innnigration of Chi- 
noso in large numbers at all desirable to 
tho Province. [Tho speaker w.as lioro in- 
terrupted amid cries of '•givohim ashow;" 
"give Maodonald a sho«' to explain him- 
solf."j 

Tho Chairman — Hoar tho whole of tho 
ovidence and give an expression to your 
feeling afterwards. [Applause.] 

Senator Macdonald continued to read 
his evidence and showed tliat ho had con- 
teiuled lieforo tho Couimitteo that if it 
was constitutional tho em])loynicnt of 
Cliinese on tho I'aihvay should bo prohi- 
bited and that he had said that their pre- 
sence in the Province was detrimental to 
tho white laboring classes. He asked if 
ho could have said anything stronger than 
that ? (Cries of "Xo.") Ho also said that 
the Chinese 

Mr. Bunstor-:-No. Go straight ahead. 

A voice— Chock him, Bunster! (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Senator JMacdonald continued to read 
his evidence, showing that ho had stated 
ho considered the Cliineso had cut down 
tho prices of vegetables and run white 
producers out of the market. Ho con- 
sidered, however, that the Chiue.so were 
to a certain extent useful in opening up 
new works just as tho Indians were use- 
ful in early days. He contended that the 
whole refrain of his evidence was opposed 
to Chinese immigration, but hehad given 
both sides of tho question a fair and im- 
partial consideration. He then read that 
portion of his evidonco referring to tlie 
rates of wages demanded liy white labor- 
ers and said that in his opinion those 
rates would have to bo decreased. The 
fact of their asking high rates caused em- 
ployers to utilize Chinese labor. He did 
not think there were more than 200 
Chinese women in tho Province. Ho 
thought many of them had boon import- 
ed from California for tho purposes of 
prostitution and that this importation 
should be stopped. He bad heard it 
stated th.at tho Chinese women had an 
immoral ell'oct on the yuulh of tho city. 
Tho women wore ea.sy of access and the 
boys took advantage of it and were hous- 
ed in tho Chinese dens. 

The honorable gentleman after continu- 
ing to road at some length submitted that 
there was not ono word in his evidence to 
substantiate the assertion that ho had 
stated " ho preferred a Ollinaniati to a 
white woman for a servant." What he 
had said was that on ono occasion ho had 
employed a white female servant, but was 
compelled to fall back on a Chinaman. 
Tho Chinoso woro very industrious, full of 
gratitude and fond of their employers. 
(Loud laughter and interruption.) IVIany 
of them served in the chain-gang for sup- 
plying intoxicating liquor to Indians and 
they frequently resorted to the uso of tho 
knife. 'I'his habit they loarnt from tho 
Americans, probably. (Laughter and No.) 
On tho whole ho thoiiglit Chinese immi- 
gration undesirable. 

Having concluded reading his evidonco 
Senator Macdonald said that it was sim- 
ply an oxprossioh of his opinion as an 
individual. Many of his ideas were 
doubtless similar to those of a majority of 
those present, but other statements with 
reference to the rate of wages doubtless 
did not meet with tho approval of the 
meeting. 

A V«ice — Senator Macdonald, did you 

say that tho white women were as im- 
moral as tho Chinese women i 

Senator Macdonald — I said that some 
white women were just as bad as the 
Chinese women. 

Tho Voice — Mr. Bunster said you stii.t- 
cd that tho-whito womon-TOro more im- 
moral—all of them— than ,the China- 
women. 

Senator Macdonald — I did not say they 
were more immoral. 

Tho Voice — Then Mr. Bunster must bo 
a liar. (Laughter.) 

Another voice — Toll us about the wash- 
tub, !\lacdonald. 

Senator Macdonald — Yes, Mr. Bunster 
carefully missed that point of his evi- 
dence, which is a disgrace to him and .a 
vile slander on every rospcotablo woman 
in the country. (Applause.) If I had 
said that I preferred a Chinese servant to 
a white one I would admit it before you 
all. But I did not say it; it can't bo 
found in my ovidenco and Mr. Bunstor 
ought to have honorably admitted that he 
ItOM msclp a mistolce. I will do all that I 



can to prevent tho employment of Chineao 
on tho railway and other public works 
and I wrill support a measure similar to 
the Queensland Act if the Ottawa Govora- 
mont will iiitiroduce it. 

IVIr. Pigg — I want to ask Mr. Bunster 
a question. Do you employ a Chinaman. 

Mr. Bunster— No! 

Mr. Rigg— -How long since you did em- 
ploy ono'f 

Mr. Bunster — I employed ono for a 
month once whilst tho person who attends 
to tho domestic duties of my house was 
ill, but I did not hire himmysolf. 

INIr. Rigg — You paid him. though. 

jMr. Bunster — No, T did'nt. (Loud 
laughter.) 

A voice — You had one cutting cord 
wood for you last winter. 

Mr. Fell — Did you not offer an insult 
to the women of tho country when you 
said they asked the Chinamen to scrub 
them down in tho tub? 

Mr. Bunstor — I explained that early in 
tho evening — that it referred to a play 
put on tho stage at the Bella Union 
Thoatro in San Francisco by Joe Murphy, 
who made §10,000 out of it 

Mr. Bunstor then read the extract 
from his ovidenco and on qnoting tho 
words "tiiey will think nothing of scrub- 
liiug down the woman whoa sho goes into 
her tub" was received with a jwrfect 
storm of groans and hisses.

Emory's Bar, the initial point of the 
present section of the line, is about 150 
Hiiles from Victox'ia, and 70 miles from 
New Westminster. From Viotoria or 
Vancouver Island to New We.stmin- 
ster on the mainland you travel by 
side-wheel, and from the latter place to 
Emory's Bar by hteru-wheol steamer.s. 
The reasons for the change aro shallow 
water, narrow passages and riffles. 
From Victoria to Kew Westminster is 
about eight hours, and from the latter 
place to Emory's Bar sixteen hours' 
run. Tliere is no more danger from 
Emory's Bar to Yale tlui'.i below the 
bar to New Westminster; and steam- 
ers now run to Yale without any diffi- 
culty whatever. Therefore, Yale, the 
head of navigation, will be the real, if 
not tho technical, beginning of the 
railway. The word "Bar" in mining 
phraseology means a bed of gravel cnn- 
taining gold. Emory's Bar and Eh.t 
were among tho most prosperous min- 
ing camps of the Eraser river in 18G0, 
and yet contain gold, but not etiougli 
to pay men who look for more than 
five dollars per day. 

Let mo say a word in regard to other 
errors found in the Ontario press that 
a little practical information may not 
bo lost upon the writers. Ono is that 
tho Burrard Inlet line runs so near the 
United States boundary as to make it 
in case of war practically useless. The 
line when nearest the boundary runs 
on the opposite side of the wide and 
rapid Fraser River. A gunboat on the 
Fraser could efTectually j)rotect tho 
railway, to say nothing of the miles of 
territory between the south bank of the 
river and the boundary line. Another 
is that San Juan Island being in the 
hands of the Americans, Burrard Inlet 
and all passages thereto are at the mercy 
of any fort they may erect on that 
island. A few years ago I asserted in 
your columns, and it has never been 
contradicted, tliat'the largest sea going 
steamers passed through Seymoiir 
NaiTOWs on their way to the Pacific 
Ocean, and failing that ships of the 
largest tonnage could pass through 
Plumper Pass on their way from 
Burrard Inlet to Cape Flattery, escap- 
ing altogether the guns of San Juan 
Island on their passage to the open 
sea. : Thus, • north and soutli, vesspls 



may come and go to Btrrard Inlet, 
and will do so in spite of all tho San 
Juan Islaiul and American guns in the 
world. 

Professing an intimate knowledge of 
British Columbia and its people, I am 
bold to nfHrm that tho present selection 
of the railway route and terminus is 
ono which will nut only do the greatest 
good to the greatest number, but is one 
which that Province will yet univer- 
sally endorse. It is a grand outlook 
for any Canadian, and when tho lino 
is built our nationality will be vindi- 
cated and our future secure.
